A passion for 





| FLIGHT 


ane Leonard crams a lot of history into his 
7 hangars out at Cable Airport. The retired 

American Airlines captain collects antique | 
and vintage airplanes, automobiles and motor 
scooters. Although he finds many of them in 
decrepit states, he eventually plans on restoring 
them to working order. In the dozen or so years 
he has been involved in the field, he has already 
succeeded with many of them. 

An avid pilot, the 68-year-old has flown either 
privately or commercially for about 50 years — 
logging 35,000 hours with American Airlines. 

But his passion for flight began long before 
he was eligible for his pilot’s license. In fact, 
Leonard still has many of the aircraft magazines 
he collected when he was 12 years old. 

They are joined by about 4,000 other 
magazines, 3,000 books and 6,000 8x10 glossy 
photos of airplanes and their pilots — all stuffed 
into his hangar library. Not surprisingly, Leonard 
reports that several authors have used his 
collection for research. 

His oldest book was published in 1865, but he 
is waiting for one from 1827. He claims to have 
read almost all of his collection. 

“| keep a book with me all of the time,” he 
says. 

Lining the walls of one hangar are old 
photographs of personalities in the flight world. 
Beside many of them are more recent pictures of 
the pilots, posing white-haired for Leonard and 
his wife, Roberta, during visits to the hangars. 
The recent pictures carry inscriptions to Leonard. 

“To Lane Leonard,” one of them reads, ‘“‘With 
Kindest Personal Regards.” It is signed by 
General James Doolittle and Leonard holds it in 
particularly high regard. 

“He held the world’s speed record for awhile. 
He was greater than Lindberg,” Leonard states, 
beaming when he mentions that Doolittle has 
visited his hangars on several occassions. 

Another, signed by Edwin “Buzz” Aldrin Jr. — 
the second man to walk on the moon — is 
familiar to even those who know little about the 
world of flight. 

Only two of the photographs remain | 
unsigned: Amelia Earhart’s and Orville Wright’s. 
But the photographs and literature merely 
serve as a backdrop to the real stars of the show 





— the airplanes. 

From a 66-year-old biplane with an open 
cockpit to a 1937 4-seater cabin biplane which he 
says he and his wife flew to Osh Kosh, Wis. 
recently, Leonard has patiently restored his 
planes. 


At the back of the hangars are the materials 
with which he begins the restoration process. 


“Those are two WWI Jenny training planes,” 
he says, pointing to what looks like a pile of 
sticks and wire. Leonard will rebuild the planes, 
using new wood, but keeping the original gas 
tanks, controls and other remaining parts. He has 
four WWI engines which he could use in the 
restored airplanes. 


“We have more than any place except for the 
Smithsonian,” he says proudly. 

He also keeps a 1929 engine, waiting for the 
right body to come along. 

“A guy in Santa Paula has the airplane. He 





wants the engine and | want the plane. 
Someone’s got to give,” he laughs. 

When it comes down to the actual restoration, 
Leonard often hires professional help. 

“| fly; | don’t repair,” he says firmly, but his 
eyes crinkle and he adds, ‘‘That doesn’t mean | 
don’t like to tinker.” 

There can be a lot of money involved in 
collecting old aircraft. Leonard said he paid about 
$7,500 for his 1935 Beechcraft Staggerwing about 
15 years ago. Dismantled, he estimated it was 
worth $45,000, but with his restoration he figures 
the plane is worth about $100,000 today. Still, he 
has no plans of selling — he’d rather fly it. 

‘My wife and | took it to Alaska, clear up to 
Barrow and into Mt. McKinley National Park,” six 
years ago, he said. They have also flown the five- 
seater plane to French Canada, Florida and 
Mexico because it can take off with only 400 feet 
of runway and land on 700 feet — less than half 
of anormal landing strip. 

in addition to his airplanes and the ones he 
stores for friends, the hangars are home to a 
random collection of old cars, motorcycles and 
scooters. 

He has a 1931 Ford Victorian automobile, 
which he drives in parades and weddings 
occasionally. Everything in the car is original, he 
is quick to point out. It has not been restored, but 
simply maintained. 

A 1913 Excelsior motorcycle sits with its gas 
headlights and sidecar amidst the clutter, looking 
like it is straight out of the movies. And, in fact, it 
is. Leonard has lent the vehicle, with its four-note 
horn, out to ‘‘movie people”’ on several 
occasions. 

When pressed, Leonard cannot remember 
what films the motorcycle or some of his 
airplanes have been in, but he does remember 
that he recently rented out his restored WWI 
Jenny plane for a ‘‘Fall Guy” television episode. 

How does Leonard find all these rare and 
antique vehicles? 

He is decidedly vague on this point — 
keeping his collector’s secrets to himself. 

‘| find them here and there,” he says. “I found 
a couple in barns where they’d been stored for 50 
years or something. | found one in Wyoming — 
one in Oregon.” ()

Community College system 
leader seeking teamwork

The newly appointed 
Chancellor of the California 
Community College system said 
he will use a strategy of non- 
confrontation and get the state’s 
community colleges to band 
together to solve their common 
problems. 

Joshua Smith dealt 
successfully with many of the 
same problems the California 
Community College system has 
in his former position as the 
president of Borough of 
Manhattan Community College 
in New York. 

“There’s no question we had 
the same problems. There’s no 
question we were felt we were in 
a downward spiral,”’ Smith said. 
“But we never said publicly we 
were in a downward spiral, 
unlike what happened out here. 
We tried to avoid getting 


ourselves into public battles 
with officials.” 

Smith, 50, took the 
Chancellor’s position in 
September. He talked about his 
strategy for turning around the 
community college system 
before addressing the California 
Community College Counselor’s 
Association Southern 
Conference Friday morning at 
the Red Lion Inn in Ontario. 

There was a terrific amount of 
dissension in New York between 
public agencies competing for 
state money, he said. 

“We came to the conclusion 
that the community colleges, 
whether they were upstate, in 
rural areas, or downstate, in the 
city, were all in the same boat. 
We had to work together, and we 
did.” 

After “taking a few lumps,” 
Smith said the presidents from 
community colleges all over the 


state came together and tried to 
fashion a financial package that 
had the upstate people 
advocating things for downstate, 
and vice versa. 


“Then we went and worked on 
our colleagues and our boards,” 
he said. ‘“‘And we succeeded.” 

As acase in point, Smith said 
New York’s governor Mario 
Cuomo initially provided a hold- 
the-line budget for community 
colleges last year. 


“But he did indicate that if we 
mounted a legislative effort, he 
would not veto any increases. 
We did it, and the community 
colleges had the largest increase 
of any sector of education. 

“We never opposed him. We 
simply went in and said, ‘the 
colleges need more money.’ We 
did not oppose the governor, and 
he did not oppose us. He was 
emminently fair to us.”’ 
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Q. My husband and | are 
searching for a good preschool 
for our 4-year-old daughter.

be called Los Olivos but we 
changed the name. | picked the 
rainbow. Then | was talking to a 
man whose wife was dying of 
cancer and was concerned about 
his three kids. He told me one 
time after being at the center 
that there was a future although 
there is turmoil in life. | picked 
the name then,” she says. 

The Rainbow center is 
financed through the state 
California child development 
division. It is open to infants 
through kindergartners from low- 
income families. Family 
members must be working or 
attending school, according to 
state requirements. 

Although similar to a daycare 
school, Gaalen says the Rainbow 
Center has differences. 

“This is a child development 
center. Preschools involve 
mostly morning care. It’s where 
parents send their children for 
social development. A daycare 
school is just that — a place 
where children are cared for 
during the day,” Gaalen says. 
“But here we work with the 
child. Our most important goal is 
to make a child feel good about 
himself.” 

Teachers and children don’t 
follow a rigid academic 
schedule. Some academics, 
such as the number system and 
color recognition, are 
incorporated into reading and 

play times throughout the day. 


Children are served breakfast, 
lunch and an afternoon snack 
while at the center, from 6:30 
a.m. to 5 p.m. “For some 
children, those are the only 
meals they get,’’ Van Gaalen 
says. 

Some of the center’s children 
are classified by the county’s 
Child Protection Service as 
“high-risk.” They have been 
victims of abuse. 


Although the center is located 
within Los Olivos, Upland’s low- 
income housing area, only three 
of its 27 students lives in the 
project. 


The center is licensed to 
accommodate 68 children but 
limited state funding keeps 
enrollment at 27, according to 
the director.

@ Interactive. Programs should 
allow the child to interact, not be 
a passive observer. Flexibility in 
terms of pacing, sound and 
running time also is important. 
@ Motivational. Animation, 
sound effects and colorful 
graphics help keep a child 
interested. Good programs 
encourage exploration of 
learning. Be wary of programs 
that reward wrong answers with 
“cute” graphics or sound. 
Learners should be provided 
with immediate feedback that 
rewards correct responses and 
gives help and encouragement 
for wrong answers. 

@ Technically sound. Software 
programs should contain no 
mistakes, faulty grammar, 


misspelled words, incorrect 
capitalization or incorrect 
sequencing of concepts.

If she 
has to be forced into using the 
computer, then she might not be 
ready.

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Board candidate upbeat 
without endorsement

There may not be any pressing 
issues in the Upland School 
District campaign, but opponent 
Jo Reily still hopes to beat the 
three incumbents. 


However, the Upland Teachers 
Association has endorsed the 
three present members — 
Joseph Lenz, Michael Varela and 
president Donna Vandersall. 


Even Reily admits that there 
are no real issues in the 
campaign and that the public 
seems to be satisfied with the 
current board. 


“There’s very little 
controversey,”’ she said. ‘‘Out of 
all the people I’ve met — they 
have been very positive (toward 
the board).” 


But Reily, who is an 
administrative clerk in General 
Telephone of California’s 
purchasing department, still 
feels she has a “reasonable 
chance”’ of winning, simply 
because she is the first person 
to challenge the board since 
1981. 


Reily became interested in the 
race when she was one of eleven 
individuals interviewed for the 
position of board member Tom 
Mills, who died last spring. 


Although the board chose 
Lenz to fill the space, Reily made 
the commitment to pursue the 
position. 





in her campaign, she stresses 
communication between the 
schools and parents, but admits 
that “Upland is pretty good that 
way.” 


Apparently the teachers are 
pleased with the current board 
as well. The teacher’s union 
endorsed the three incumbents 
after hearing presentations from 
all four candidates. 


“These three were involved in 
the community. They were also 
very pro-education. (Reily) did 
not come across as being as 
knowledgable in all areas of the 
spectrum of education,” Bert 
said. 


“When it came right down to 
what is going on in the 
classroom, the availability of 
materials, the other three 
outshined (Reily).”’ 


“We're pretty happy with the 
way the board has been going in 
the last four to five years,” Bert 
added. 


The only issue presently 
facing the district is school 
district unification, according to 
Superintendent George 
Renworth. 


Upland High School is 
presently part of the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School District 
and a few hundred local 
students attend Chaffey and 
Montclair high schools because 
of overcrowding. 


Upland parents, teachers, 
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board members and 
administrators have been 
discussing the possibility of 
reclaiming the high school as 
part of the Upland School 
District for eight months now, 
Renworth said. 

The San Bernardio County 
Commission on School District 
Organization has hired the 
consulting firm of Stallings and 
Associates to study the issue. A 
preliminary draft is due in mid- 
November — after the election. 

“it’s really difficult to make it 
an issue because how can you 
say you're for something if you 
don’t have all the facts?” Reily 
said, adding that it would be like 
rushing into buying a house 
without looking at it first simply 
because the price was right. 

The other candidates agree 
that it is impossible to take a 
definitive stand on the issue 
right now. However, they all lean 
toward unification with the 
exception of Lenz. 

“There are too many 
unanswered questions for me to 
be taking a position,” he said. 
Lenz noted that what may look 
good for district now could 
change in 15 years and said he 
wants to know how many 
students will be in the district 


then before he makes a decision. 


“It may be a moot point,” said 
Vandersall, who first brought the 
issue to the board’s attention 
after hearing complaints in the 
community. ‘‘There are certain 
criteria that you must meet 
under state law and if you don’t 
meet that criteria, it’s over.”

Revision of Upland’s design 
review process was discussed 
during a joint meeting of the City 
Council and its Planning 
Commission last week, but no 
decision was reached. 


The meeting’s topic was 
suggested by Commissioner Joe 
Ramos, a local architect who has 
been voluntarily reviewing some 
of the city’s more complex 
projects for two years in 
conjunction with the city 
planning department. 


Ramos said he supported a 
three-member design review 
committee, which is allowed 
under an amendment made to 
city code about two years ago. 
The council added the 
amendment following the 
demise of the city’s seven- 
member architectural 


commission. 


It allows a committee made up 
of three city residents with 


“substantial background in 


either architecture, building or 
site design, landscaping or other 
allied field” to resolve 
uncertainties of the planning 
department. 


The committee could be 
voluntary or paid, with the 
funding burden placed on the 
developers. 


Another possibility is the 
hiring of an architectural 
consultant who would act as 
Ramos has done, but with some 
compensation. 


Ramos said he was opposed 
to using only one consultant 
because design is a subjective 
matter.

biased ... it could be a detriment

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Foothill traffic signal-t

San Bernardino Associated 
Governments is working with 
cities along Foothill Boulevard 
on improving the timing of traffic 
signals and other 
recommendations to ease 
congestion and reduce 
accidents. 

Consultant Robert Wirts 
presented the results of his 
study at this month’s SANBAG 
board meeting. Directors gave 
staff the go-ahead to implement 
signal-timing plans in Fontana 
and Rialto as six-month pilot 
project and to begin work on 
timing plans with Upland, 
Rancho Cucamonga and San 
Bernardino. 

Foothill Boulevard has a place 
in lore of the open road as part 
of famed Route 66, but to traffic 
engineers it is known as a “high- 
flow arterial.’’ Foothill becomes’ 
Fifth Street in San Bernardino. 

Wirts found that Foothill could 
remain a high-volume street 
without costly improvements, 
such as ‘‘flyovers”’ and extensive 
widening, when the Devore and 
Foothill freeways are completed. 

Signal timing enables drivers 
to encounter fewer red lights by 
maintaining a steady speed. 
Kerry Forsythe, assistant 
director of SANBAG, said signal 
timing can offer substantially 
better traffic flow at little cost. 

He said the changes amount 
to about $500 per intersection. 

Wirts’ study found that 
synchronized signal timing 
would increase the average 
speed on Foothill from 28 to 38 
or 39 mph between Citrus 
Avenue in Fontana and Meredian 
Avenue in San Bernardino, just 
east of Rialto city limits. 

Because Foothill is a state 
highway, the state Department 
of Transportation will make the 
timing changes. 

As a high-flow arterial, Foothill 
speeds should average about 25 





mph during peak traffic hours 
and 30 to 35 mph during other 
hours, he said. Wirts said a high- 
flow arterial acts as the “main 
corridor” for traffic through an 
area. 

He said traffic volume on 
Foothill is highest in Upland, 
averaging 31,000 vehicles a day. 
In the West Valley generally, the 
average is 27,000, compared to 
17,000 in the East Valley, Wirts 
said. 

Wirts identified seven ‘‘critical 
intersections,” which can be 
considered the “worst case in 
any one area.” The north-south 
streets are Mountain and Euclid 
avenues in Upland, Archibald 
and Haven avenues in Rancho 
Cucamonga, Sierra Avenue in 
Fontana, Riverside Avenue in 
Rialto and Waterman Avenue in 
San Bernardino. 

“These seven Critical 
intersections actually determine 
the level of service at the 
present time and the capacity of 
the street,” he said. 

Congestion is worst at the 
Foothill intersections with 
Mountain and Euclid. However, 
Wirts said the congestion might 
be considered acceptable in 
some heavily traveled areas of 
Los Angeles and Orange 
counties. He told officials they 
face policy decisions on what is 
considered acceptable here. 

Average delays at the two 
intersections range from 25 to 40 
seconds. 

Double left-turn lanes at 
Mountain and Euclid would 
improve traffic flow, Wirts said. 
He noted Foothill now has 
double left-turn lanes for traffic 
turning onto Mountain, but has 
single lanes for Mountain traffic 
turning onto Foothill. 

Adding the north-south double 
left lanes would reduce delay by 
20 percent, he said. 

The Euclid-Foothill 
intersection now has no double 
left lanes. Wirts said that adding

double left lanes for all 
directions would cut delays by 
33 percent. 

Upland has its own 
improvement project for Euclid, 
and City Engineer Fred 
Blanchard said the project 
should go out to bid next month. 

The project includes double 
left-turn lanes in three 
directions, all except Euclid’s 
south traffic turning east onto 
Foothill, Blanchard said. He said 
this direction has about half the 
left turns as the other three. 

Blanchard also said Upland 
did not want to tamper with the 
Euclid median just north of 
Foothill, where the Madonna of 
the Trail statue is located, 
unless absolutely necessary. 

Wirts found 19 intersections 
with high accident rates, twice 
or more the high accident rate 
for a California highway of this 
type. 

He said accident rates are also 
high along certain parts of 
Foothill in San Bernardino, 
Rialto, Fontana and Rancho 
Cucamonga, but not Upland. 
Wirts said Upland’s frontage 
roads along Foothill probably 
account for its better accident 
rate. He added that higher 
volumes tend to reduce accident 
rates. 

Wirts said the goal should be 
to reduce the Foothill accident 
rates below the state average. 
He made recommendations for 
each intersection and stretch of 


Foothill where the accident rates 
are high. 

He told the SANBAG board 
that computer models show that 
future traffic congestion on 
Foothill Boulevard will be “no 
worse than today,” if the Foothill 
Freeway is extended from La 
Verne to San Bernardino. 

“Now, until that Route 30 
freeway is built, these volumes 
will increase. So, the question is 
to ask yourself: How much 
should we spend on this route to 
meet the in-between impacts,

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between now and the Route 30 
completion, and where should 
the money be spent?”’ 

Wirts said Foothill Boulevard 
could continue as is between 
Boulder Avenue in San 
Bernardino and Haven Avenue in 
Rancho Cucamonga. But the 
Haven-Foothill intersection itself 
will be the biggest problem in 
the future, he said. 

The SANBAG board agreed to 
expand membership on the 
traffic advisory committee of city 
engineers.

POINTS ON PETS

Q. Can cats get heartworm 
disease? We live in an area 
where heartworms are very com- 
mon in dogs. However, no one 
seems to worry about the disease 
in cats. 

If cats do suffer from hear- 
tworm disease, what are the 
signs? If this is a potential prob- 
lem, how can we protect our 
cats? 


A. Until just a few years ago, it 
was thought by most veterinari- 
ans that heartworm disease did 
not occur in cats. However, it is 
now known that cats are suscepti- 
ble to infestations. 


While cats are relatively easy 
to infest with heartworms in ex- 
periments, it has been difficult to 
establish the true incidence of the 
disease. It is possible that the 
disease is transient in cats. In 
other words, infested cats may 
clear themselves of heartworms, 
live normal lives thereafter and 
never exhibit any outward signs 
of the disease. 


The same blood tests that are 
commonly used in dogs to detect 
heartworms can be used in cats. 
However, the number of infective 
larvae from the worms is usually 
fewer in cats and therefore more 
difficult to detect. The chances of 
detecting heartworms by doing 
only one blood test are less in 
cats than in dogs. 


Heartworms are capable of 
causing serious illness and death 
in cats, Adult worms live in the 


Cucamonga’s municipal code 
provides that the finance 
director is an employee of the 
city manager and employment 
decisions regarding the position 
need not go through the City 
Council.

heart and major arteries that 


carry blood from the heart to the’ 


lungs. Therefore, the circulation 
of blood is mechanically blocked 
and the blood is not properly 
oxygenated. Heartworms have 
been seen in other organs of the 
body too, including the brain. 

Depending on the site of the 
worms, all of the following prob- 
lems have been reported in cats 
suffering the disease: coughing, 
difficult breathing, persistent 
sneezing, vomiting, diarrhea, 
lack of appetite, yellowish disco- 
loration of mucous membranes in 
mouth and around eyes, lethargy 
and head tilting. There are many 
other diseases that also cause the 
same signs in sick cats. 


Although no specific treatment 
programs have been established 
for heartworms in cats, most 
researchers currently advise 
using the same drugs used in the 
treatment of dogs. Treatment is 
not without risk; therefore, the 
cat must be hospitalized and 
observed closely. 


Some researchers advise 
putting cats on preventive hear- 
tworm programs. This involves 
medicating the cat’s food daily 
during the mosquito season, be- 
ginning approximately one month 
prior to and continuing for two 
months following, since the dis- 
ease is spread by mosquitoes. 


Your local veterinarian can ad- 
vise you regarding the risks of 
heartworm disease in your cats. 
There is still much research 
needed to establish the import- 
ance, treatment and prevention 
of heartworm disease in cats.

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R.C. groups debate park assessments

There are now two citizen 
groups in Rancho Cucamonga 
involved in debate over whether 
park assessments need to be 
approved by a two-thirds vote of 
the electorate. 

The war of words between the 
groups Spilled into the City 
Council chambers Oct. 16. 

The citizen group supporting 
an assessment district for two 
new city parks presented the 
City Council with petitions 
bearing approximately 400 
signatures supporting their 
position. 

Shortly afterward, the 
petitions were cailed 
‘questionable”’ by the chairman 
of a political action committee 
seeking an initiative requiring 
the assessment district to be 
approved by a two-thirds vote of 
the electorate. 

John Holt told the council that 
‘People For Parks’ was 
presenting the petitions to show 
support for the council’s May 17 
vote to create a benefit 
assessment district to finance 
the construction of Red Hill and 
Heritage parks. 

Holt said the signatures on 
the informal petition show the 
community’s support for 
proceeding with the 
construction of the two parks. 

He called the initiative, ‘‘a 
loud cry of foul play by a small 
group of citizens.” 

But Michael Mahoney, the 
chairman of Cucamonga Citizens 
Coalition, later told the council 
the ‘People for Parks’ petition is 
‘questionable’ because it was 
circulated outside the city, in 
Ontario at the recent Grape 
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Harvest Festival. 

Mahoney said his group does 
not oppose parks but feels that 
any assessment districts to pay 
for parks should be approved by 
a vote of the people. 

A flyer passed out to the City 
Council by Holt argues that it is 
unfair to require a two-thirds 
vote for approval of the park 
assessments because it would 
allow one ‘no” vote to cancel 
two “yes” votes. 

People for Parks is against any 
vote that is not “by a fair and 
democratic majority rule of one- 
man, one-vote,” according to the 
flyer. 

The assessment district would 
charge an average of $34.65 per 
year to the owners of single- 
family residential lots within a 
three-mile radius of the two 
parks. The annual assessments 
would be used to gradually retire 
approximately $7.3 million in 
bonds to finance the parks’ 
construction. 

Mahoney had earlier charged 
that ‘People For Parks’ had not 
properly registered with the 
state as a political action 
committee. 

Mahoney said that the same 
standards that applied to his 
group should apply to ‘People 
For Parks.’ 

The group had a booth at the 
recently completed Grape 
Harvest Festival, passed out pro- 


- park literature and urged citizens 


not to sign the initiative that 
would require a two-thirds vote 
approval for the parks district. 
Community Development 
Director William Holley said he 
provided information to ‘People 
for Parks’ but that the city is not 
involved in supporting it and the 
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group is not a political action 
committee. 

“It’s just a bunch of people 
who got together, from what | 
have heard, because they see 
that someone is really 
threatening the park system,” 
Holley said. 

Mahoney disagreed. : 

“We congratulate and 
encourage any organization that 
legally registers itself in support 
of the democratic process,” 
Mahoney said. “Unfortunately, 
Mr. Holley, who in the past has 
been one of the loudest critics 
concerning unregistered 
political action committees, has 
himself helped create an 
unregistered PAC.” 

The citizens group that 
became CCC-PAC was criticized 
by city officials including Holley 
initially for failing to register 
with the state as a political 
action committee while 
collecting money for a political 
cause. 

Mahoney’s group registered 
with the state last month. 

Pam Henry, one of the leaders 
of ‘People for Parks” said her 
group is not a political action 
committee, has not raised $500 
or more and circulated a petition 
at the Grape Harvest Festival 
that is not a legal political 
document. 

She said the petition will likely 
be submitted to the City Council 
just to show support for the 
parks and not to bind them toa 
political action like the initiative 
would. 

“We’re just a bunch of people 
who are concerned that the 
parks be put in,” Henry said. 
“Because I’m the chairman of 
the parks commission | could 







tell people what’s really going Henry said ‘‘People For Parks” 
on.” has no organizational structure. 


“If the initiative qualifies, | 
imagine you'll see a bonafied 
group because it will knock a lot 
of people off their chairs,” she 
said. 


She said her involvement with 
“‘People for Parks” is as a private 
citizen not in her capacity with 
the city commission. 
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College-based 
lobbying group 


formulates plans

Pledging to fight to eliminate 
misconceptions about 
community colleges, a Chaffey 
College-based lobbying group 
announced its plan of attack 
recently. 

People for Community 
Colleges (PFCC) was formed to 
elevate the status of community 
colleges in the eye of the public, 
gain financial parity with other 
educational institutions in the 
state, and to form coalitions with 
other community colleges to 
meet common goals. 

“There are some common 
misunderstandings about what 
community colleges do, and who 
attends them,” said group 
organizer Tim Arner, a professor 
at Chaffey’s math learning 
center. 

Attending a community 
college is the only way for some 
people to achieve their goals in 
life, said students who attended 
a press conference held to 
announce the formation of the 
group. 

Stereotypes labeling 
community college attendees as 
“casual” students affect the 
amount of money budgeted for 
community colleges, Arner 
claimed. 

The group was formed as a 
result of a trip 150 Chaffey 
students and staff took to 
Sacramento last year to lobby for 
the passage of a community 
college augmentation bill. 








The legislation was originally 
worth $180 million to community 
colleges, but was pared down to 
$100 million before passage. 
Governor George Deukmajian 
later knocked the allocation 
down to $32 million. 


By the time May 12 rolls 
around next year, PFCC 
president Tammy Gambsky 
hopes to drum up a group 10 
times the size of the one that 
went to Sacramento this year. 


Arner said PFCC is more 
interested in public participation 
at fund raisers than direct cash 
donations. 

Fund raisers are scheduled 
through the end of November. 


in addition, Arner said letters 
in support of community 
colleges are needed for use as 
ammunition during the public 
hearing process taking place as 
the state’s master plan for 
community colleges is being 
revised. The revision is the first 
in 20 years. Arner said that 
people who want their letters 
forwarded to the Legislature can 
route them to his office at 
Chaffey College. 


October is PFCC’s 
membership drive month, and 
November will be ‘‘coalition 
month,” as members of the 
Chaffey College group venture 
out to instruct other community 
colleges on how to form similar 


organizations in their back yards.

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piece of West Valley history sits on 

Etiwanda Avenue north of Baseline Road, 

just south of the Etiwanda Congregational 
Church. 
The 111-year-old Chaffey-Garcia house hardly 
looks like a treasure out of the.past. Those who 
drive by on a weekday, can hear the sound of 
hammering and the roar of a generator hooked up 
to the back of Jim Clark’s pickup truck. They 
might even see Jim, straddled over the beams of 
the new front porch, with a leather tool belt 
strapped around his waist and a hat shielding his 
face from the sun. 

Jim will stop and talk about the house to just 
about anybody who is interested. Inside the the 
dilapidated structure are piles of old timber with 
nails sticking out, a little bit of broken glass, and 
fallen plaster. There is no glass in the windows. 
There is a lone electrical wire with a bare, dark 
lightbulb at the end hanging down from the ceiling 
of the front parlor. There’s an old bathtub that 
used to be pink, standing at an angle in the middle 
of a bare room in the back of the house. There’s a 
rusty hole where the drain used to be. 

This place would make a good haunted house. 

Pretty humble surroundings for the site of 
Southern California’s first long-distance telephone 
call and the state’s first electric light. The story 
begins in December, 1874, when retired sea 
captain. Joseph Garcia bought the land in the area 
that is now known as Etiwanda, the easternmost 
part of the city of Rancho Cucamonga. He built his 
home out of sawed lumber, with floors of Douglas 
fir, two parlors, and three fireplaces. 

Bricks for-the chimney.arrived. by mule train 


Ad rtaben San.Francisag,. Observant modern historans:. 


noted that the bricks were stamped, “L.A. 
Company,” the same as the bricks from one of 
Rancho Cucamonga’s other historic houses, the 
Rains House. 

Five years later, on Thanksgiving Day 1881, two 
brothers came to talk to Garcia about buving the 
house and 560 acres of surrounding land, 
including the water rights to Day, Middle, and 
Young Canyons. When the deal was settled, 
Canadians George and William Chaffey went 
about creating an oasis in the desert. 


The Chaffey brothers named their new land 
Etiwanda, after the daughter of an Indian chief 
they knew in Canada. They founded the city of 
Ontario, naming it after their native province. They 
built an irrigation system and started subdividing 
the land, selling it off in parcels to other settlers. 

The Chaffeys went on to greater adventure in 
Australia, where they set up irrigation systems in 
that dry southern continent. But they left behind a 
house that the Etiwanda Historical Society wants 
to restore to its former turn-of-the-century gradeur. 


The historical society was able to move the 
structure from its original site on Etiwanda Ave.

project. 

Clark needs people experienced in 
construction trades to help him rebuild the porch, 
the roof, and to install windows, before the winter 
rains come. Then the indoor work will begin. 

“One at atime is enough,” said Clark, 
‘because if you get too many people here they get 
in each others way.” 

In addition to money and labor, the group 
needs materials. Among the house’s needs are: 
windows and custom frames; plaster for the 
interior; permanent wood fencing; enough asphalt 
to pave a 60-x-225-foot parking lot; grading for the 
entire site; pine flooring; and cypress trees to form 
a windbreak around the house. 

In addition to Lewis Homes and the William 
Lyon Co., several other local firms have donated 
materials for the revitalization, including Midway 
Building Supply of Montclair; Fourth Street Rock 
of San Bernardino; Fontana Wood Preserving, Inc.; 
Pomona Fence; and the Frederick Hanson Paint 
Co. The California Youth Authority also donated 
labor to construct the foundation. 

Banks estimated the revitalization project will 
cost $150,000 by the time it’s finished. 

The goal is make the house into a museum 
Showing typical furnishings of the late 19th and _ 
early 20th century.
